few of those written by her son, Soloman, segments of which are 


reproduced here exactly as they were written in Soloman’s hand. A 


more “human” account of the Civil War would be hard to find. 


Washington, D.( 
September 20, 1861 
Dear Mother, 
I arrived in Washington Tuesday night about dark, and marched 

out to the encampment of the 10th regiment, and arrived about 10 
o'clock. We had been here only about an hour when the roll of the 
drum was sounded for an alarm. In less then ten minutes, the whole 
regiment was formed on a line with every musket loaded. After stand 
ing for about an hour, expecting to march any minute, we were 
ordered back to quarters. It proved to be a false alarm, occasioned by 
a party of cavalry that had been out scouting 

The company of cavalry are stationed about a mile above here on 
the Maryland road. Coming in from their scouting party, they were 
just reckless enough to fire off their carbines. So much trouble on ac 
count of the recklessness of a few New York Irishmen 

I like it first rate, and am as tough as a bulldog. Rufus Pervere was 
taken very sick yesterday morning with typhoid fever. It may go hard 
with him, for they tell me those that have died were the toughest men 
in the regiment. . .

@ “THEY SAY THAT CAPTAIN SLOCUM SAILED AROUND 
the world alone, so I suppose he did, but 

Here the erect, ninety-two-year-old Massachusetts 
woman stopped while laughter welled in her eyes 
Friend since childhood of navigator Joshua Slocum, 
whose famed three-year global voyage began from her 
native Fairhaven in 1895, Alice Charry—until her 
death a few weeks ago—was perhaps the only New 
England coast dweller alive who believed that Slocum 
was “‘really no great shakes as a sailor at all.” 

Miss Charry sat on the platform when Fairhaven 
dedicated a plaque to the venerable captain in 1958, 
(in fact it was she who identified the site on which he 
rebuilt his 37-foot sloop, Spray, where the memorial 
now stands) but she retired ro her own private world 
while doing so. This was no world of Tasmania or 
Devil's Island or exotic Samoa or the rugged Cape of 
Storms, but of a master mariner who couldn't find his 
way from Fairhaven to Cuttyhunk, fourteen miles away 

Shall we take lunches?” she and a half-dozen other 
young guests asked Captain Slocum, excitedly, when he 
proposed the one-day excursion on a July morning in 
1894 

“No need to bother,” their host replied grandly 
“We'll have everything aboard the Spray.” 

So in a broad-brimmed hat, and a high state of 
anticipation, Alice joined the party at the designated 
hour of nine. At noon, Cuttyhunk was nowhere in

She remembers well peering through the windows of the 
Swift Gold Beating Works near her childhood home to watch 
the four gold beaters there, at their work. The constant rhythm 
of the great leather mallets beating out sheets of gold on leather 
covered granite blocks that were as large as stumps of good 
sized trees, fascinated her. But she never learned any more about 
the gold leaf that she saw beaten to tissue thinness than she 
could absorb through the glass because the windows were al- 
ways tightly closed to protect the precious metal from atmos- 
pheric conditions. 

No one would bother to tell her how the gold leaf was used 
in gilding and in those days there were no classes to teach the 
craft which was handed down from father to son. Women cer-

tainly had no place in it! So as Mrs. Prairie grew up she turnea 
her attention to another art—that of early American decoration 
Studying under the well known instructor, Mrs. Esther Brazer, 
she learned about using gold leaf in the decoration of furniture 
ind trays. Hunting for pieces suitable for decoration she soon 
found herself turning into a collector of antiques. 

“I just couldn't resist buying,” she says with a twinkle, “and 
my husband enjoyed it as much as I did. But in order to have 
room for things, we had to sell as well as buy!’’ So for almost 
twenty years, while she hoped that someday she would learn 
ibout gilding, she ran an antique shop. Then, one day, her busi- 
ness brought to her door a man who inadvertently let fall the 
fact that he was a gilder. She begged him to teach her the art 
He was very hesitant but she was so much in earnest that he 
finally asked her how much time she could give to learning. 

Any time!’ she replied, “All of the time!” And he capitu- 
lated 

For three years he taught her after his own day's work was 
over. Then he put her on her own and she began to restore some 
of the frames she had collected (Continued on page 50)

History 


EpIreD By DUNCAN MACDONALD 


P. rURE A LADY IN Lena, ILLINOIS, 
preparing a favorite recipe, and re 
membering the world of her child 
hood and the people who were so 
important then when she was just 
a lovely little muisance 

Because those people of long ago 
enjoyed the dish she is preparing, 
Mrs. Barbara Weng says: “Each 
time I make it, many memories come 
back to me 

Shortly after I was married, I re 
member Mother saying to me, ‘I'll 
never forget the green tomato gravy 
that Aunt Babe used to make when 
ever we had a family gathering 
[The way you like tomatoes, you'll 
have to get the recipe.’ I did, and it 
has become a favorite with my fam 
ily, but to me it is more than a 
recipe. It is a heritage. 

“Tt reminds me, too, of my family 
before me. There was great-grand 
father, Chyler Germaine, who was 
one of the first settlers in that wood 
sy wilderness.
